The Death of Major Willian® H. Betts, of | 


Washington, the Slayer of Six Men. 

From the Charleston News and Courier. 

WASHINGTON, July 27.—Quite a famous character 
who has resided here most of the time for the past 
ten years, died yesterday at Alexandria, Va., 
where he had gone from here for an airing. His 
name was William H. Betts, and he was born in 
Alabama. He was rather a fine looking man 


about fifty yearsof age, and always wore a long 
beard reaching down to his vest. He was & ajor 


in the confederate army, but has been prominent | 


in republican politics since the war. He wits 
bro ss here by G. E. Spencer, now of Nevada, 
whenfie was senator from Alabama. Betts was « 
gambies and a desperate one, thougb for the 
past: tive years he,has lived by practicing liw 
here in a small way. He killed six. men 
in histime, four ty shooting and two with a 
knife. He admitted all offenses ina trial in New 
York several years ago, when he was a witness int 
a fight, but claimed that he had to kill them In 
self-defense. Every man whom he killed had a 
revolver pointed at him at the time. Yesterday 
afternoon, not feeling well, he went to Alexandria 
on @ steamer.
